Prison For Chinese 
From Singapore 


A new “rackel’ for obtaining 
money by. false pretences from shop 
Kkeepers has sprung up, and the first

A Singapore Chinese, Luk Kan- 
yucn, 27, canvosser, was charged 
with: attempting to obtain $12 from 
Chu Hung, of the Kwong Ming tea 
house, Ewo -Sltect, by presenting o 
forged document pure to .have 
been issued bythe Sing Po; and 
possession of six forged documents. 

Fraud Described . 

Det.-Sgt. J. Bentley said that about 
4.30 p.m. on May 12 Luk went to 
the tea house which recently opencd 
business, ond sald te hod come to 
collect moncy for 
ments In the Sing Po, and produced 
n bilL = Chu who had settled the bill 
for advertisements In the newspaper, 
detained Luk. 

Chu telephoned to the newspaper, 
and on seccing this, Luk threw six 
bills on the floor. When the Police 
arrived, it was found that the bills 
were forgeries, and that they had 
(been printed by a shop in Temple 
Street. When the Polico .went to 
Luk's residence in’ Graham Strect, 
his wife and two children had gone. 

The prosecullng oMlcer sald it was 
a new kind offraud.
